“The power business is our busi- 
ness,” he declared, “and I am mind- 
ing my own business when I attend 
to it. We do not intend to let the 


Dominion government get into the} 


power business under the fguise of 
canalization of the St. Lawrence River 
or in any other way and so destroy 
the magnificent structure we have 
built up over a long period of years.” 

Premier King, he stated, had sug- 
gested that the Ontario Premier mind 
his own business. But the proposal 
of the. Federal government was that 
recognition of the right of the prov- 
inees to control the power in the St. 
Lawrence and other boundary rivers 
should be subject to necessary inter- 
national agreements for canalization.

July 16 to seek a uniform means of dealing with unemployment, accord- 
ing to Hon. J. A. Merkley, minister of labor in the Saskatchewan govern - 
ment. Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and possibly British Columbia, 
he said, would be represented. It is expected that the gathering will take 
piace at Regina. 

Ministers of labor of the provinces concerned, together with their 
deputies and other labor officials are to meet. Saskatchewan, belleving 
it inadvisable to go ahead with an elaborate program of relief work unless 
adjoining provinces take similar action, plans to register all unemployed 
men of the west and furnish them with cards,

FILE CLAIMS 
FOR INCOME

Donations to Charity and)

Are Involved 

Individuals entitled to income tax 
refunds and gdjustments on donations 
to charitable organizations or on ac- 
count of dependents, resulting from | 
changes that came with the Dunning 
budget, may secure special forms for 
their claims from the inspector of in- 
come tax, post office building, and the 
department of national revenue 1s 
anxious that such claims should be 
filed without delay. 

A statement issued yesterday by C 
§. Kilgour, inspector of income tax 
for Edmonton, said:— ‘ 

“On April 30 last all persons lable 
to payment of income tax were oblig- 
ed to file returns and make either 
complete or partial payment based on 
the law as it then existed. The fol- 
lowing day (May 1), the honorable | 
the minister of finance, introduced in 
his budget speech several amend- 
ments to the act and the relative | 
bills were, discussed, amended and 
passed*by the parliament of Canada | 
and finally given royal assent on May 
30 last (20-21 George V., chapter 24) 

“The principal items in which the | 
general public is interested come un- | 
der two heads: 

“1. An allowance for deduction from. |

Result of Teeing Ball High Is Confi- 
dent, Free Swing That Nets More 
Distance Than Sheer Power 

T recently advised slicers to tee their 
ball higher. I now suggest the same 


| thing for those who aren't quite satis- 
| fied with the length of their drives, 


regardless of whether or not they have 
a slice, 

Getting the ball teed well off the 
ground lends one a confidence that re- 
flects in the swing. A lowly teed ball 
gives one the feeling of having to go 
down after it. That worry is gone 
when the ball is higher. 

The result is a free, sweeping swing 
that adds distance where a heavier 
swat at the ball fails. The reason, of 
course, is because it encourages co- 
ordination and it is this, rather than 
sheer power, that makes thr little old 
ball fly. 

Occasionally, the really good golfers 
fall into a period or slump when they 
top all their tee shots. In

Awards Scholarships 


For Color Research | 


At the commencement exercises of | 
the New York Textile High School 
held in the City College euditorium 
te-ently, Miss Marjorie McGowan, a 
Member of the graduating class, was 
ewarde@? the scholarship established 
at that school by the Textile Color 
Card Association. The presentation 
was made by Mr. P. J. Wood, vice 
president and manager of the Oriental 
Silk Printing Company, Patterson, 
New Jersey, who is a member of the 
board of directors of the Textile Color 
Card Association, 

Textile Color Card Association | 
scholarships were previously awarded 
to Mr. Edward E. Golec of the Lowell 
Textile Institute and Mr. Richard 
Kerr Palmer of the Philadelphia 
Textile school, at the commencement 
exercises of these schools held the 
first week in june. 

The three textile schools mentioned 
above, are the first to benefit from 
the scholarships which the associa- 
tion established for the first time last 
year. The awards, amounting in all 
to approximately $1.000, are given to 
these students for their high rating 
in color appreciation and application. 
The recipients of the scholarships last 
June were present with the principals 
of their respective schools and com- 
menced at the fifteenth annual meet- 
ing and luncheon of the Textile Color | 
Card Association last April. 

For Color Research 

The terms and purposes of the 
scholarships were worked out accord- 
ing to individual plans with the prin- | 
cipals of each school. In the case of 
the New York Textile high school, the 
award takes the form of a post- 
graduate course of one year in that 
school. The winner receives the 
amount of the scholarship in monthly 
payments, which will assist toward 
the support of the student during one 
year’s post-graduate study and re- 
search in color as applied to textile | 
designing. 

In the case of the Lowell Textile 
Institute and the Philadelphia Tgx- 
tile school, where the course is three 
years, the scholarships were awarded 
at the end of the student's freshman 
year, and the tuition of these students 
paid by the Textile Color Card Asso- 
ciation for the two succeeding years 
If the standard of scholarship set by 
the school {s not maintained, ther the 
award goes to another student with 
a high rating. 

Thesis on Color 

Each student is required to prepare 
a thesis on color, which becomes the | 
property of the Textile Color Card 
Association for printing and distribu- 
tion as may be determined by the 
association. Full credit is given the 
winners of the scholarships and the 
school. “The Psychological, Economic | 
and Artistic Value of Color,” is the 
title of the thesis prepared by Miss 
Anna Lanman, the holder of the 
Textile Color Card Association 
scholarship during the past year at 
the New York Textile high school 
The thesis begins with an analysis of 
the purpose and value of color and 
deals with the history of color in| 
oriental occidental civilizations. This 
is followed by a discussion of the eco- 
nomic end artistic value of color in} 
present day industry. | 

It is the aim of the Textile Color 
Card Association to gradually increase 
the number of these scholarships. | 
Widespread interests has been created 
in the movement among the textlie 
and allied industrics, and many in- 
quiries have come from leading textile 
schools and colleges in various sec- 
tions of the country.

All roads for the seal-hunters lead to Pool’s 
island and St. John’s. Men leave from every 
harbor and cove on the east coast of Newfound- 
land to join their vessels in the greatest and 
Most hazardous annual hunt in the world. 
Across the marshes, over the frozen ponds, fol- 
lowing the valleys that are steadies, brooks and 
bogs in summer, but frozen into good roads in 
winter, they tramp, carrying their clothes-bags 
and grub-bags on their backs or hauling them 
on small sleds, Boys and old men accompany 
some of them on the first lap of the journey, 
with dog teams and catamarans or slides haul- 
ing the sixty or eighty pound packs half a day's 
journey, wishing them good luck. 

In bunches of fives or fifties they march in 
single file. Big, strong, husky men, bearded, 
moustached or clean-shaven. Dréssed in mole- 
skin over home-made guernseys, some with 

} home-made canvas jackets. Sealskin boots soled 

by experts and stuxided with brads to grip the 
ice. Laughing and jeking, they follow the same 
trails travelled by their forefathers fifty and a 
hundred years or more ago. 

Well they know the dangers they must face, 
the hardship they must suffer before they re- 
turn. Well they know that some of their number 
may never return. Many maj nk of father, 
uncle or brother who trod the s t laugh- 
ing and joking for the time.

The captain, navigator, second hand or 
with master watches and engineers, lived 
The lower and topgallant focsles in some 
ships accommodated about one-third of the 
crew. The remainder lived in the 'tween decks 
or the ballroom. Rough wooden bunks wit 
donkey's breakfasts (the mattresses made by 
sewing two bread bags together and stuffing 
them with wood shavings) for some of the for- 
tunate ones. The others slept on the hard deck. 
When they struck the swiles and loaded her the 
ballroom was used for stowing pelts. The’ men 
were then forced to sleep anywhere they could. 
In the stokehold, in the coal bunkers, jammed 
like sardines, 

The food consisted of hard bread (New- 
foundland biscuit) and pork and duff. (Duff 
s flour and water mixed to a batter and boiled 
in a bag.) That, with the cheapest tea boiled 
in big five and ten gallon kettles and sweetened 
with molasses, was the bill of fare until the 
seals were struck. ! baked seal flippers, 
shoulders and hearts bec t of the menu. 
Seals’ hearts cut right after the young seal 
has been killed and eaten raw have saved the 
lives of many Newfoundlanders. Hard lying 
and hard living, but they don’t mind it as long 
as they strike the seals and earn a few dollars.

The crews of the old wooden ships have 
been cut down by half. The accommodation for 
the men greatly improved. Better and greater 
variety of food insisted upon. Doctors sail on 
the larger ships—all of which has helped to 


improve the living conditions of the sealer, yet 
still hard beyond the imagination of the average 


map. Still, they are happy, whether they earn 
six dollars or sixty for the spring's work. If 
they miss the patch and return to St. John’s 


with not enough to pay for their ten dollars’ 
in the water with coal for forty days, steaming 
to give them extra weight for butting the floes 
and to keep their propellers at the maximum 
depth, they race out through the narrows and 
avay north. Excitement runs high among the 
crew as one ship after another gains the lead. 
If the wind has been offshore for a day or two 
before the start, there will be lots of clear water 
for the first hundred miles. Then everything 
depends on the judgment of the captain, From 
the early part of the winter he has kept a 
record of the force and direction of the winds.

It is dangerous to 
walk, as the blinding drifting snow is so thick 
that one cannot see two yards. In a few 
utes blow holes and crevices are filled with 
snow and heaven help the poor devil who walks 
into them. If they are lucky enough to have 
help near to pull them out they are liable to 
freeze to death, 


In the SS. Greenland disaster of 1896 more 
than one hundred and fifty men perished only 
a few miles from their vessel. 


The first men to die were those who had 
fallen through the ice that day and whose clothes 
were wet when the blizzard came on. The cap- 
tain of the Greenland was to blame for sending 
his men so far from their ship, knowing that the 
blizzard long foretold would strike before they 
could return. 


. 


Of all the sealing disasters of Newfoundland 
I cannot remember one captain ever being cen- 
sured for neglecting to use proper percautions 
to safeguard the lives of his crew, The writer 
happeneti to be in Scotland when the old Green- 
land arrived at Greenock, just about two months 
after the disaster. She had been sent over 
there to be reclassed. The captain was immedi- 
ately arrested by the authorities and a serious 
charge laid against him. He was, however, soon 
roleased when he proved that he had only taken 
command for that yage. The sealing captain 
had no certificate and could not have taken her 
across to Scotland in any case. It was a lucky 
thing for him chat he wasn't aboard, He

The Worst Sealing Disaster 


HE worst disaster in the history of the seal- 

ing fleet was in 1911 or 1912 when the S.S, 
Southern Cross went down in a gale with all 
hands, She had a full load of seals and was on 
her way from the gulf to St. John’s. She car- 
ried a cfew of two hundred and fifty men, That 
same spring the S.S. Newfoundland lost nearly 
one hundred men. They .perished on the ice. 
They had panned some seals and had gone on 
to another patch and started killing. Their 
captain, instead of working towards his men 
when the weather changed, kept on taking in 
the panned seals. His crew, in charge of the 
master watches, started back towards their 
vessel. The weather got worse ard they went 
on board. Another steamer, commanded by the 
father of their own captain, thinking that he 
would give them shelter until the weather 
cleared, drove them over the side, telling them to 
“Get on board their own ship,” and drove them 
to their doom. My brother, Captain Bob Ran- 
dell, picked them up after the weather cleared. 
The survivors went to their vessel. My brother 
brought in to St. John’s the seventy-seven bodies 
found and the thirty-five men who had been 
badly frostbitten. 

Little is known of the habits of the great 
seal herds of hoods and harps that have their 
young every year on the ice floes off the east 
coast of Newfoundland. We know that they 
come south with the ice in the winter, past the 
straits of Belle Isle, as many thousands are 
detached from the main herds and carried up 
| through the straits to the gulf of St. Lawrence. 
After the whelping season it is a question 
| whether they remain in southern waters until 
the mating season or return north later, fishing 
as they go to meet and mate. 

One fact is known, and that is the whole 
herd whelp in the same vicinity each year at 
the same time and same date. The pups are 
known as whitecoats, and it is the whitecoats of 
the harp seals that the sealers take first. If 
they do not get a load of young harps they take 
the old ones and, failing the harps, go after the 
hoods. 

At sea the “ballroom” !s the scene of daily 


jollifications. | Accordions (or cargils as they 
are called in Newfoundland), mouthorgans and 
tin whistles supply the music.

brings a sing-song, in which the old English 
sea songs brought over by their forefathers two 
and three hundred years ago and handed down 
through generations, are sung.
